VThy the United States Treasury O Old ills 


Object—A Late Decision. 


The pastime of painting United1 States 


treasury notes has lately received a setback. 
A pointed hi at has gone out from the treas- 
ury department that if persons o£ artistic 
taste want to best their skill in this line they 
must not exhibit their work in public. This 
is the meaning o£ a decision by Solicitor Mo- 
Cue, 
the full effect of which was not made 


plain in the brief abstract given out. The 
^decision was based on a New York case, 
"where a fac-simile of a $5 note painted on 
wood was exhibited in a well known saloon. 
A secret service agent suggested that the 
painting was too suggestive of counterfeit- 
ing to be kept open to the public gaze and 
should be removed. 
Chief Brooks took 


substantially the same view. 


The owner of the picture and tha artist 


who painted it made affidavits that no vio- 
lation of the law was intended. 
The solici- 


tor of the treasury accepted this as a state- 
ment of the facts, but declared he could not 
sanction any encroachment upon the statute 
made for the protection of United States 
securities 
Sec 5,430, among other things, 


provides that "every person who prints, 
photogi tiphs, or in any other manner makes 
or executes or causes to be printed, photo- 
graphed, mode or executed, or aids in print- 
ing, photographing, making or executing 
any engraving, photograph, print or impres- 
sion in the likeness of any such obligation or 
security, or any part thereol, sluill be pun- 
ished." 
While under the circumstances 


the solicitor would not advise prosecution, 
he suggested quite plainly that the exercise 
of a talent so capable of mischief should not 
bo encouraged 
The artist and the owner 


claimed the panel painting of the greenback 
was worth $5()0, but Chief Brooks estimated 
ita value at $10 or $15 
Sorna time ago a 


somewhat similar painting by a Washing- 
ton artist was put up at public auction, but 
it was drawn at the suggestion of the secret 
service officers. 
The late decision of the 


solicitor of the tieasury la made for the 
benefit of people who think thore is no 
harm in making public exhibitions of these 
artistic representations ol tiie currency. 
Borne very good counterfeit notes have beeu 
painted and passed for money by profes- 
sional*. 


This is the reason why the secret service 


thiuks it necessary to check the efforts 
of amateurs, since their work might bo too 
suggestive to those who have a talent in 
that direction and might by such an exam- 
ple be led into the unlawful exercise of their 
bkill.—Chicago Tribune 


"Bucket Shop" ftpecnlatiou. 


The grain and stock "bucket shop" busi- 


ness is rapidly increasing in Chicago, and 
there are ten of tlv^e blackboard concerns 
in the city to-day to one three years ago. 
Every prominent hotel, almost, rents a 
first floor room for tlm purpose, and the 
"icinity of the Board of Trade is alive with 
them. "Just now," said an imported New 
York operatoi to me, "the speculators are 
testing a new scheme to get ahead of the 
proprietors of the bucket .shops, which isn't 
so new, either, for it is one that these pro- 
prietors have long been playing on their pa- 
trons. It consists in 'straddling' the market 
when it gets excited—that is, both buying 
and selling a stock over night, and by los- 
ing one deal gaining enough on the other to 
more than mak<3 up. 


"If the particular stock dealt in fluctuates 


wildly, success generally follows this scheme, 
but the way that one eastern proprietor, 
whom 1 know intimately, gets even with this 
and all other games played by his custom- 
ers and grows, rich out of them, is by him- 
self creating wdd fluctuations so suddenly 
as to wipe out the margins put up on one 
side of these deals, and through some freeze 
out clause in his rules preventing immediate 
closing of deals between rapid quotations 
the other side is left stranded, with no ap- 
preciable profit in it. 
Why," added my 


informer, "my friend is away stepping into 
the main market and arranging quotations 
by spending $100 or $200 in such a way aa 
to knock into his hands thrice that amount 
of margin which ho can see at a glance ore 
backing some particular stock."—Chicago 
Journal

Destruction of the Temple Theater in 
Philadelphia—Three Lives Lost. 


PHILADELPHIA, 
Dec 
28.—Tho Temple 


Thoator on Chestnut street, between 
Seventh and Eighth streets, owned by 
Wm. M. S ingerly, proprietor of tho Phila- 
dolphia Jtectrrd, wus totally destroyed by 
ilro yostorduy. The fire broke out at 10:-15 
a. in" and orig-imitod in one of the apart- 
ments of tho Chamber of Horrors, an at- 
tachment of the Egyptian Musee in the 
busornont. A gas je.t ig-nited a curtain 
und tho flumes rapidly communicated to a 
wax figure. There were various inflam- 
mnblo substances in the upartjnont and 
they caused tho flames to spread with 
lightning-like rapidity. 


The ilromon 
wore promptly on the 


ground, but thoir efforts were unavailing, 
and it wus soon found impossible to save 
tho building. Tho fire eat its way rapidly 
up to tho auditorium of the theater and 
thence to the stuge, whence it found ample 
material to foed on in the scenery und 
light wood work 
At the time the flro broke out a re- 


hearsal of tho '-Little Tycoon," the pre- 
vailing attraction at tho thoater, whichhas 
had such u long and prosperous run, wus 
in progress, and tho actors and actresses 
und chorus girls were obliged to make a 
speedy exit in order to escape with their 
lives.

two later his wife had received a consider- 
able sum of money from him in a letter. 
Part of the time Haight was in Chicago 
ho had driven a wagon for Fred Wittrock,

Weaver, whose wife kept a laundry on 
West Lake street. In making inquiries 
about Haight in Chicago it was learned 
that Wittrock was absent from his place 
of business, having gone with Tom Weav- 
er, it was stated at his place of business, 
to Arkansas on a hunting excursion, car- 
rying two valises, a shotgun and an army 
uiusket.

WELLS IN INDIA. 


PLACES WHERE THE CA8T£ DIFFI- 


«ULTV IS QUITE PROMINENT. 


Drawing Water One of the Principal 


Duties 
of th« Poor Hindoo Wife 


Large Wells In Public Thoroughfare* 
A Strange Story. 
From time immemorial, drawing watei 


at the well has been one of the principa 
daily duties of a poor Hindoo wife. In north 
ern India wells are generally dug outside 
the town or village, wheretrom tho women, 
old and young (but moro often th» latter). 
start twice a day—early in the morning 
and at about 4 o'clock in the afternoon—to 
fetch water home, carrying earthan vessels 
on their head or under one of their arms 
Arriving a*, ttie well, they attach the loose 
end of the rope that is fastened at one sid< 
of its circulai mouth to the earthen pitcher 
which then they let down into the well 
Tho vessel will hold about six or seven 
quarts of water, which is a good weight to 
pull up. and the women have to take great 
care that the vessel, which comes up with 
a swinging motion, does not strike againsi 
the tides of the well, as the least stroke 
would dash it to pieces. Sometimes one or 
two beams are thrown across the well near 
the edge, whereon women rest one of their 
feet, throwing on it thi' weight of their 
wholo body 
Of course I must be under 


stood to describe here tho primitive wella 
from which water is drawn solely by the 
hand 
Very often you may see fifteen or 


twenty women assembled at a well, who, 
after having a great deal of gossiping, go 
homo iu groups, balancing their pltchera 
full of water in the manner previously de- 
scribed, some of thorn carrying as many as 
three such vessel» at a time.—two on the 
bead (one on top of another) and the thirc 
under one of the arms. 


THB CASTS DIFFICULTY 


The caste difficulty shows itself us promin- 


ently at the well ,as elsewhere. Women ol 
different castes must not touch each other's 
vessels 
Hindoos of various sects will nol 


take water to drink from each other. 
In 


some parts, at the wells where both men 
and women draw water, the Brahmins wil 
use brass or copper vessels belonging to per- 
sons of other castes after scrubbing them 
v, oil with dust and water and washing them 
A leather bag need only be washed, for, 
having come originally from the tanner, 
who is of very low caste, no further defile- 
ment can happen to it. But strict Hin- 
doos, whether Brahmins or others, will 
never drink water that has been drawn in a 
leather bag, nor use it for ablutions 
In 


villages where there is but one well persons 
of low caste and outcasts dra« water on 
one bide of it, and when they are gone, Brah- 
mins and other superior castes come and 
draw water from the other side 
Where 


there are many wells in a village it is usual 
to set apart a special one for people of low 
or no castes 
A dog or other animal falling 


into a well defiles it entirely; and, to render 
it fit for use again, all the water must be 
drawn f r .m it at least three times and 
Ganges water or cows' urine pouj ed into it. 
A high caste woman meeting a funeral on 
her way home with water from a well 
sometimes throw away the water at once as 
denied 
The dead body of an animal de- 


files also, and no water is procurable until 
it has been removed from the way to the 
well and the ground puriflad 


Wells are naturally greatly prized m the 


arid, hot parts of India, and many Hindoos 
earn great renown by making them where 
they are much needed. Some religious peo- 
ple seek for merit in the construction of 
large wells in public thoroughfares and 
other places for tho purpose of supplying 
traveleib with water 
Very often people 


use them for irrigating their flelds. A large 
•well, built of strong masonry, with a circu- 
lar, white, smooth platform round it for 
people to sit on when they draw or drink 
water, costs from 8,000 to 8,000 rupees. 
Even the wanta of the brute creation are 
not overlooked by the Bindoos. 
They 


make resei voirs of strong masonry, about 
five or six yards long and a yard wide, ad- 
joining a well, and in the hot season the«e 
are always kept flUed with water 
Hsturn- 


ingfrom pastme or from the fluids in the 
forenoon for repose, and retiring at dusk 
for the night, whole droves of cows, bul- 
locks, buffaloes, and goats slake their thirst 
here 
Landowners and wealthy men via 


with each other in constructing these wella 
and reservoirs; and princes sometimes Imi- 
tate the example of their opulent subjects. 
The average cost of an ordinal y well has 
been estimated to be about 800 or 400 ru- 
pees 


OBJECTS OF WORSHIP 


Wells have been objects of great endear- 


ment with some villagers. 
Not satisfied 


with wasting time and money in their own 
and their children's marriages and in those 
of idols aud trees, they sometimes marry 
wells with great pomp and ceremony 
In 


Bomo parts of the country wella are wor- 
shiped, and votive offerings are often seen 
lying near them 


Wells in India were at one time put to 


the most dreadful uses. 
Wayfarers and 


others were murdered and their bodies 
thrown down into them 
Criminals were 


often thrown down them, and even at thia 
day many horrid deeds are done at the wells 
in out of the way parts of India 


Jung Bahadur, of Nepal, used to tell a 


remai kablo itory about a well 
A not un- 


common inodo of execution in Nepal is to 
throw tho offender down a well 
It oc- 


cm red to young Jung, who was bred amidst 
the intrigues aud plots and counterplots of 
the Nepalcse court, that it was the fault of 
the victim if he did not come up again alive 
and unhurt, and, in order to test the mat- 
tor and also to be prepared for any case of 
futui o emergency, he practiced the art of 
jumping down wells 
By and bye it ac- 


tually happened that Jung was sentenced by 
his pimcu to thia punishment 
Undis- 


mayed, he begged oue last favor of his sov- 
ereign—that he might be permitted to jump 
iu. So i easonable i request was at once 
granted 
Surrounded by a lai ge number of 


people, tho prince himself forming one of 
the sightseers, Jung went to a well, where, 
taking oil his superfluous clothes, he crossed 
his legs, jumped boldly down, and in a 
moment was lost to the view of the prince 
and his courtiers, who, assured of the 
doom of then victim by the dull splash, re- 
turned to the palace. The supposed drowned 
man, 
however, was quite safe and sound, 


clinging to the sides of the well, which he 
knew beforehand to bo plentifully provided 
with chinks and crannies. At midnight his 
friends, who had been previously rehearsed 
in their pait, came and rescued him from 
his uncomfoi table position 
After awhile, 


when affau-b in the Nepalese court took a 
fa\oiable turn for him, Jung Bahadur al- 
lowed his fnencls to resuscitate him, and this 
adventuio did much to restqi a the future 
prime minister of Nepal to the favor ot his 
sovereign —Hindoo in St. James,' Gazette.
